Summary  of  Year’s  Work  of  the  Public  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  County  Council  and  the  Central.. 
Authority  for  Health  Visiting. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — Whilst  it 
is  convenient  under  this  section  to  give  an  account  of  the  work 
undertaken  under  the  Midwives  Acts,  1902  and  1918,  which 
is  supervised 'by  the  Public  Health  Committee,  the  work  . of 
the  Central  Authority  for  Health  Visiting  naturally  follows, 
although  it  is  important  to  remember  that  the  area  of  the 
former  relates  to  the  whole  Administrative  County,  whilst 
the  latter  only  serves  a  portion  of  it,  namely,  274,130  out  of 
a  total  estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  1922  in  the 
administrative  County  of  710,378. 

There  are  755  certified  midwives  living  in  the  area  of 
the  Administrative  County  of  whom  290  have  notified  their 
intention  to  practise.  Of  this  number  224  are  trained,  leaving 
only  66  bona-fide  midwives  actually  in  practice.  In  addition 
to  these,  64  midwives  residing  in  County  Boroughs  and  adjoin¬ 
ing  counties  have  also  notified  their  intention  to  practise  within 
the  Administrative  County. 


The  ages  of  midwives  who  were  practising  in  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  in  the  eight  years  1915 — 1922  are  indicated 
in  groups  in  the  following  table  : —

The  total  number  of  cases  attended  by  midwives  only 
in  the  Administrative  County  during  1922  was  13,033  the 
total  number  of  Births  registered  being  16,394.  It  thus 
appears  that  midwives  attended  79*5  per  cent,  of  the  total 
births  in  the  County,  the  percentage  for  the  previous  year 
being  68. 

In  compliance  with  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  * 
Board  2,418  notifications  have  been  received  from  certified 
midwives.

Medical  Help  a 


The  number  of  still  births  remains  practically  the  same 
as  it  was  last  year.  Special  inquiries  were  made  by  the 
Inspectors  of  Midwives  into  150  out  of  the  245  cases  notified. 
At  these  enquiries  a  point  is  made  of  urging  the  mothers  to 
obtain  medical  advice  and  the  midwife  in  charge  of  the  case 
is  instructed  to  use  her  influence  to  see  that  this  is  obtained. 
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The  following  figures  show  the  causes  which  occasioned 
the  sending  for  medical  help : —

As  regards  the  slight  cases  this  year,  complete  recovery 
took  place  in  every  case  except  one  which  died  from  other 
causes  the  day  following  notification.  Of  the  43  severe  cases, 
38  recovered  without  damage  to  sight,  three  died  from  other 
causes,  while  in  one  case  the  sight  of  the  left  eye  was  lost 
with  defective  vision  in  the  right  eye.  In  another  case  the 
child  lost  the  sight  of  the  right  eye.  With  reference  to  the 
total  cases,  irrespective  of  severity,  a  clear  history  of  venereal 
disease  was  established  in  five  cases.  Sixteen  cases  were 
removed  to  hospitals  for  treatment. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  enquiries,  24  reported  irregu¬ 
larities  were  specially  investigated.  Of  these,  12  were  dealt 
with  by  letters  of  caution  from  the  Count}'  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  ;  two  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority,  in  one  case  the  midwife  was  cautioned  as  to  her 
future  conduct,  whilst  in  the  other  case  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  agreed  to  allow  the  midwife  to  relinquish  her 
certificate  ;  one  midwife  was  reported  to  the  Central  Midwives  ’ 
Board  ;  and  in  seven  cases,  circumstances  did  not  warrant 
any  action  being  taken.  As  regards  the  midwife  reported 
to  the  Central  Midwives’  Board,  her  name  was  removed  from 
the  Roll  and  her  certificate  cancelled,  whilst  in  the  case  of 
the  midwife  allowed  to  relinquish  her  certificate  her  name 
was  also  removed  from  the  Roll.  1  wo  special  enquiries  were 
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made,  in  one  case  at  the  instigation  of  the  Central  Midwives’ 
Board  who  had  been  informed  that  a  certificated  midwafe 
in  the  area  of  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  had  been 
employing  uncertified  persons  as  substitutes.  After  ex¬ 
haustive  enquiries  it  was  found  impossible  to  obtain  any 
evidence  that  the  midwife  employed  or  systematically  covered 
such  substitutes  and  the  Board  was  informed  accordingly. 
In  the  other  case  the  enquiry  was  conducted  as  the  result 
of  a  medical  practitioner’s  complaint' to  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  as  to  the  objectionable  attitude  in  a  midwife’s 
practice.  Special  enquiry  was  conducted  from  which  it  was 
ascertained  that  no  transgression  of  the  Rules  of  the  Central 
Midwives’  Board  had  taken  place. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  operation,  the  names  of  no 
midwives  have  been  removed  from  the  Roll  as  the  result  of 
action  taken  by  the  Local  Supervising  Authority. 

It  would  appear  that  the  policy  of  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  in  prosecuting  women  who,  although  uncertificated, 
have  practised  as  midwives,  has  had  the  desired  effect,  for, 
during  the  year  under  review  no  proceedings  have  had  to  be 
taken. 

During  the  year  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  has 
been  notified  of  the  death  of  eight  midwives.

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With  regard  to  the  provision  of  mid  waves,  the  policy 
of  the  Committee  has  not  been  changed.  This  has  always 
been  that  in  the  more  populous  areas  either  a  suitable  candi¬ 
date  is  trained  at  the  expense  of  the  County- Council  on  her 
undertaking  to  practise  in  a  definite  area  for  three  years, 
or  the  services  of  a  trained  midwife  are  obtained  on  the  under¬ 
standing  that  her  income  will  be  subsidised  up  to  £120  a  year 
if  she  practises  in  the  area  allocated  by  the  County  ■  Council 
and  agrees  not  to  select  her  cases.  In  the  rural  districts, 
the  County  Nursing  Association,  through  their  affiliated  local 
nursing  associations,  are  supplying  the  necessary  midwifery 
attendance  except  in  a  limited  part  of  the  County  where 
the}7  have  still  to  form  local  nursing  associations.  The 
formation  of  the  latter,  however,  has  been  much  handicapped 
by  financial  stringency,  this  effect  being  naturally  more  felt 
in  scattered  rural  areas  which  cannot  be  self-supporting  by 
fees  alone  and  have  to  rely  upon  a  large  subscription  list. 
During  the  year  one  new7  association  has  been  formed.  In 
addition  to  this,  subsidies  were  given  to  9  nursing  associations 
and  3  midwives,  while  four  subsidies  to  mid  wives  were  renewed 
for  a  further  12  months.  During  the  year  the  Couffiy  Nursing 
Association  have  sent  for  training  13  women  as  nurse  mid¬ 
waves,  9  at  the  Tipton  Training  Home,  which  wTas  recognised 
by  the  Board  of  Education  in  December,  1922,  to  rank  for 
grant  as  from  1st  April,  1921,  and  4  at  an  outside  Institu¬ 
tion,  who,  upon  being  certificated,  will  be  employed  by 
the  affiliated  nursing  associations. 

Whilst  up  to  the  present  time  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  provide  any  maternity  homes,  wre  have  continued  to  make 
use  of  the  arrangement  made  with  the  Mrs.  Legge  Memorial 
Home,  Wolverhampton,  whereby,  in  return  for  a  payment  of 
40s.  per  wreek  per  patient,  for  six  wreeks,  prospective  unmarried 
mothers  are  received  into  the  Home  for  their  confinements. 
Under  the  Rules  of  the  Institution  the  mothers  remain  with 
their  children  for  six  months  after,  the  cost  being  chiefly 
defrayed  from  philanthropic  sources. 

With  reference  to  the  recovery  of  fees  for  medical  attend¬ 
ance  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1918,  the  County  Council  have 
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renewed  the  appointment  of  a  collector  until  the  31st  March, 
1924,  and  have  revised  the  income  scale  which  was  drawn 
up  for  the  guidance  of  the  collector  owing  to  the  fall  in  the 
cost  of  living,  and  the  scale  now  is  as  follows  : — 

(i)  Where  the  net  weekly  income  of  the  family  after 
deducting  3s.  6d,  for  each  child  under  14  years  of 
age  does  not  exceed  30s.,  the  County  Council  shall 
not  claim  repayment  of  the  medical  practitioner’s 
fee. 

(ii)  Where  the  net  weekly  income  of  the  f amity,  calcu¬ 
lated  as  above,  is  over  30s.  but  does  not  exceed  45s., 
the  County  Council  shall  claim  repayment  of  one-half 
of  such  fee. 

(iii)  Where  the  net  weekly  income  of  the  family,  calculated 
as  above,  exceeds  45s.,  the  repayment  of  the  whole 
of  such  fee  shall  be  claimed. 

Owing  to  the  varying  charges  made  for  mileage  by  the 
medical  practitioners  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with 
the  Local  Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association  for  a 
uniform  mileage  fee  of  is.  6d.  per  mile  one  way  only  after 
two  miles  from  the  doctor’s  residence. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  the  Count}7  Health 
Visiting  Scheme  during  the  year,  which  now  provides  for 
18  combined  school  clinics  and  infant  welfare  centres  in  the 
populous  areas  chiefly  around  Wolverhampton,  Walsall,  and 
the  northern  and  western  sides  of  Stoke  County  Borough. 
These  centres  are  in  charge  of  the  School  Medical  Inspector 
of  the  district  who  has  the  assistance  of  a  whole-time  health 
visitor,  except  at  the  Uttoxeter  Centre  where  the  services  of 
the  district  nurse  are  utilised,  and  at  all  there  is  a  band  of 
voluntary  workers.  At  Rugeley  the  children  from  the  urban 
district  attend,  by  arrangement,  the -centre  held  there  by  the 
Lichfield  Rural  District  Council  in  order  to  avoid  two  centres 
in  this  small  district. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  at  the  end  of  the  report, 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  attendances  at  the 
centres  have  been  increased  and  satisfactory  progress  of  the 
work  has  been  maintained.  The  attendances  made  by 
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expectant  mothers  were  504  as  against  378  in  1921  ;  children 
under  one  year  12,948  as  against  11,241,  and  children  between 
1  and  5  years  8,120  compared  with  5,216. 

All  these  centres  are  held  in  temporary  premises,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Sedgley  centre  where  a  house  which  is 
the  property  of  the  County  Council  is  used.  In  the  other 
areas  we  have  been  fortunately  able,  owing  to  the  willing 
assistance  given  us  by  religious  bodies,  to  have  the  use  of 
.  three  rooms  at  their  Sunday  Schools  which  in  practice  proves 
to  be  economical  and  well  suited  for  the  purpose.

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The  original  scheme  contemplated  the  provision  of  34 
centres,  but  owing  to  the  Stoke  Extension  these  have  been 
reduced  to  31,  so  that  12  more  centres  are  still  to  be  estab¬ 
lished.  These  are  all  in  rural  areas,  and  the  Committee 
decided  that  they  must  defer  the  completion  of  the  scheme 
until  the  times  are  more  favourable. 

On  the  30th  June,  1923,  there  were  31  whole-time  health 
visitors  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Council,  serving  an  estimated 
population  of  189,922,  the  remaining  part  of  the  Health 
Visiting  area,  consisting  of  a  population  of  84,208,  being 
served  by  45  part-time  nurses  in  the  employ  of  local  nursing 
associations. 

During  the  winter  months  a  course  of  weekly  lectures 
was  given  to  the  health  visitors,  both  whole-time  and  part- 
time,  on  their  various  duties  in  connection  with  health  visiting, 
school  medical  work  and  tuberculosis  health  visiting.  From 
the  experience  gained  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
arrange  for  a  similar  course  to  be  given  annually,  for  it  is  a 
means  whereby  the  health  visitors  coming  from  distant  parts 
of  the  County  can  meet  and  discuss  their  own  special  difficulties 
and  receive  assistance  in  their  work  that  would  be  difficult 
to  give  in  any  other  way. 

The  Travelling  Exhibition  in  the  summer  months  visited 
the  following  places  : — Pelsall,  Brownhills,  Short  Heath,  and 
Cheadle,  staying  at  each  place  for  three  days  and  arousing 
much  interest  in  infant  welfare  work  generally. 

Water  Supplies. — In  Cheadle  Rural  District  the 
scheme  for  supplying  the  parishes  of  Werrington,  Wetley 
Rocks,  Cheddleton,  including  the  hamlets  of  Cheddleton 
Heath  and  Cellarhead,  from  springs  at  Wall  Myers  has  been 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  works  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1923. 

An  Inquirv  into  a  proposed  scheme  of  water  supply  to 
the  village  of  Tean  was  held  in  March,  1923,  and  estimates 
of  the  cost  based  on  tenders  are  being  obtained  for  submission 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval. 
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With  regard  to  adequate  water  supplies  for  the  villages 
of  Alton  and  Hollington,  enquiries  are  being  made 'as  to  a 
possible  source  of  supply  for  the  former  village,  while  in  the 
case  of  Hollington  provision  has  been  made  in  the  Tean  scheme 
for  sufficient  pumping  power  to  supply  this  village  with  water, 
but  this  will  involve  considerable  cost  and  can  only  be  carried 
out  when  times  are  more  favourable.

In  the  Leek  Rural  District  the  water  supply  to  certain 
houses  in  Chapel  Lane,  Brown  Edge,  has  been  the  subject  of 
consideration  by  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  the 
District  Council  have  been  requested  to  provide  a  more 
adequate  supply. 

The  Bilston  Urban  District  Council  are  constructing  a 
bore  hole  from  the  bottom  of  one  of  the  wells  at  * '  The  Bratch  ’ ' 
pumping  station  to  increase  their  existing  supply.  The 
Wolverhampton  Corporation,  whose  area  of  supply  includes 
the  Urban  Districts  of  Short  Heath  and  Wednesfield,  where 
the  supply  is  said  to  be  variable  in  quantity,  are  also  engaged 
in  trial  boring  operations  at  Dimmingsdale  in  the  Seisdon 
Rural  District,  and  if  these  prove  successful  should  enable 
the  Corporation  to  render  the  supplies  of  these  districts  more 
constant.  The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Co.  are 
constructing  a  new  well  at  Prestwood. 

Rivers  Pollution  Prevention.— The  routine 
work  under  the  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention  Acts  has  proceeded 
on  former  lines,  the  work  of  inspecting  sewage  disposal  works 
having  gone  on  systematically. 

As  the  outcome  of  meetings  of  representatives  of  Count}?' 
and  town  authorities  held  at  Nottingham,  which  were  called 
by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Rivers  Pollution  of  t He  Board 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  a  Hydrographical  Survey  of 
the  watershed  of  the  River  Trent  was  arranged  to  take  place 
on  July  17th,  1923.  Each  County  Medical  Officer  concerned 
undertook  to  secure  the  co-ordination  of  the  work  in  his  area, 
and  in  this  County  50  samples  of  the  River  Trent  and  its 
tributaries  were  collected  and  analysed  and  certain  other 
particulars  were  noted.  These  have  all  been  tabulated  and 
forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and 
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I  understand  that  the  results  of  the  Survey  will  in  due  course 
be  issued  in  the  form  of  a  report  and  circulated  to  all  the 
authorities  interested. 

As  regards  the  condition  of  the  river  Tame  higher  up 
on  its  watershed,  I  mentioned  in  my  last  report  that  the 
Council  had  communicated  with  the  various  Authorities  who 
were  responsible  for  the  pollution.  As  an  outcome  of  this 
action  it  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  state  that  efforts  have 
been  directed  towards  the  elimination  of  the  pollution  in  the 
following  centres  of  population  : — 

Oldbury  Council  (Worcs.)  are  considering  the  question 
of  extending  and  improving  their  sewage  works. 

As  regards  Tipton,  the  extension  of  the  sewer  in  Clayton 
Street  has  been  completed,  and  the  sewering  of  Princes  End, 
Gospel  Oak,  and  Ocker  Hill  is  in  progress.  Experimental 
tanks  have  been  put  down  by  a  private  firm  in  this  district 
with  a  view  to  dealing  with  their  trade  waste  which  at  present 
causes  direct  pollution  to  a  tributary  of  the  Tame. 

Coseley  District  Council  have  instructed  an  Engineer 
to  prepare  a  scheme  which  has  now  been  submitted  to  the 
Council  for  their  consideration. 

In  the  case  of  Sedgley,  a  scheme  to  deal  with  the  sewage 
of  the  Beacon  Hill  Housing  Site,  Turles  Hill,  and  Sedgley 
proper,  has  been  adopted,  and  good  progress  is  being  made 
with  the  work. 

Bilston  Council  now  recognise  the  need  for  the  extension 
of  their  works,  and  have  approved  a  scheme  which  has  been 
prepared  by  a  firm  of  Engineers.  An  estimate  of  the  cost 
has  been  submitted  with  a  view  to  an  application  being  made 
under  the  Grants  in  Aid  Committee  for  unemployment. 

At  Darlaston,  new  works,  the  construction  of  which  was 
held  in  abeyance  during  the  War,  are  progressing  satisfactorily. 

The  Surveyor  of  Wednesfield  Urban  District  has  prepared 
plans  for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  by  artificial  filtration 
to  replace  the  old  method  of  land  irrigation. 

At  West  Bromwich  a  sewer  is  being  laid  to  bring  the 
high-level  sewage  to  the  low-level  site,  and  when  completed 
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the  Council  will  consider  the  question  of  enlarging  the  existing 
low-level  works. 

As  the  construction  of  a  new  sewer  at  Short  Heath  is 
nearing  completion,  notices  have  been  served  upon  owners 
of  property  to  connect  to  the  houses. 

At  the  Wednesbury  works  an  additional  filter  area  is 
to  be  provided  and  the  work  is  well  advanced. 

I  am  informed  that  the  work  in  connection  with  the 
carrying  out  of  the  above  schemes  has  been  the  means  in  each 
case  of  providing  employment  for  a  considerable  number  of 
the  out  of  work. 

During  the  year  the  Rivers  Inspector  has  spent  con¬ 
siderable  time  in  inspecting  the  River  Stour  and  its  tribu¬ 
taries,  with  a  view  to  discovering  sources  of  pollution.  The 
work  of  raising  the  Upper  Stour  Valley  high-level  main  sewer, 
which  had  subsided,  between  New  Street,  Quarry  Bank,  and 
Dudley  Wood  Road,  Dudley,  owing  to  mining  operations, 
and  was  the  cause  of  considerable  pollution  to  the  Mouse 
Sweet  Brook,  tributary  of  the  river  Stour,  is  in  progress, 
and  the  Engineer  of  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  when  com¬ 
pleted,  it  will  restore  the  carrying,  capacity  of  the  sewer  to 
what  is  was  originally,  and  consequently  the  storm  overflow 
will  only  come  into  operation  during  or  after  a  storm.  I  am 
assured  that  both  the  Drainage  Board  and  their  Engineer 
are  fully  alive  to  the  seriousness  of  pollution,  and  the  danger 
of  subsidence,  and  are  doing  everything  possible  to  avert  it. 

Direct  pollution  still  takes  place  from  Quarry  Bank 
district  in  Stour  Hill  and  Brook  Street  area.  1  understand 
that  the  late  Surveyor  prepared  plans  for  a  scheme,  but 
nothing  was  done  in  the  matter.  The  District  Council  should 
seriously  consider  the  desirability  of  constructing  a  sewer, 
and  connecting  it  to  the  low-level  sewer  of  the  Upper  Stour 
Valley  Main  Drainage  Board. 

On  April  nth,  1923,  a  Ministry  of  Health  enquiry  was 
held  at  Wolverhampton  as  to  an  application  by  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  for  a  renewal  of  their  Certificate  under  the  Wolverhampton 
Corporation  Act,  1S91,  to  the  effect  that  they  were  using  the 
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best  or  only  practical  moans  under  the  circumstances  for 
rendering  "harmless  the  effluent  from  their  sewage  works  and 
sewage  lands  flowing  into  Pendeford  Brook  and  its  tributaries, 
which  form  the  upper  reaches  of  the  River  Penk.  The  applica¬ 
tion  was  opposed  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  and  the 
riparian  owners,  with  the  result  that  the  Certificate  has  been 
granted  for  12  months  pending  construction  of  additional  tanks 
to  deal  with  the  storm  water  which  will  relieve  the  existing 
precipitation  tanks  and  storm  water  reservoirs.  This  work 
is  now  in  progress. 

In  the  North  of  the  County,  representations  were  made 
to  the  Cheadle  Rural  District  Council,  as  the  outcome  of  a 
joint  Report  by  the  Consultant  County  Medical  Officer  and 
myself,  owing  to  complaints  of  pollution  of  the  Tean  Brook 
from  their  sewage  farm  at  Cheadle.  As  a  result  a  much  larger 
area  of  land  is  now  available  for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage 
of  Cheadle  town  by  ceasing  to  utilise  the  land  for  growing 
crops.  In  addition  to  this  a  new  sewer  has  been  laid  to 
enable  houses  to  be  connected  to  the  tanks  which  formerly 
drained  direct  on  to  the  land. 

In  consequence  of  a  complaint  as  to  the  pollution  of  the 
river  Churnet  by  trade  waste  at  Cheddleton,  this  question 
was  also  dealt  with  in  the  above-mentioned  joint  Report, 
and  suggestions  which  were  made  to  the  owners  of  the  factory 
have  in  the  main  been  put  into  operation  which  have  con¬ 
siderably  improved  the  effluent. 

An  Engineer  has  been  instructed  to  prepare  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  schemes  for  Kingsley  Holt  and  Froghall, 
and  for  Weston  Coyney. 

At  Meir,  which  was  formerly  in  the  Cheadle  Rural  District, 
but  has  now  been  transferred  to  Stoke-on-Trent  County 
Borough,  a  scheme  to  deal  with  the  sewage  of  a  population 
of  about  4,000  by  artificial  filtration  is  nearing  completion. 
This  will  materially  improve  the  condition  of  the  Meir  brook, 
a  tributary  of  the  river  Blythe. 

At  the  Uttoxeter  Sewage  Works,  the  effluent  from  which 
is  discharged  into  the  Hockley  brook,  certain  work  is  being 
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carried  out  with  the  object  of  improving  the  quality  of  the 
effluent.  This  brook,  however,  is  still  periodically  polluted 
by  wash  water  from  two  milk  factories  in  the  town,  one  of 
which,  as  the  Council  are  already  aware,  has  been  the  subject 
of  a  special  enquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  who  suggested 
that  the  Urban  District  Council  should  arrange  to  take  the 
waste  liquids  into  their  sewers,  but  up  to  the  present  nothing 
has  resulted  from  the  suggestion. 

Venereal  Diseases  Scheme. —In  addition 
to  agreements  already  existing  with  the  North  Staffordshire 
Infirmary,  the  Wolverhampton  General  Hospital,  and  the 
Corbett  Hospital,  Stourbridge,  for  the  treatment  of  venereal 
diseases,  the  County  Council  have  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  the  Guest  Hospital,  Dudley,  where  Dr.  Menton  has 
been  appointed  Officer'in  charge  at  the  request  of  the  Minister 
of  Health.  To  enable  him  to  undertake  this  additional  duty 
Dr.  Shaw  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  Lichfield  Clinic, 
where  further  facilities  are  available  for  patients  during  four 
nights  per  week.  As  a  number  of  cases  from  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  attend  the  Walsall  Hospital  Clinic  negotiations 
are  proceeding  with  the  Hospital  Authorities  for  an  agreement.

In  addition  to  the  above,  37.  =  20.  c.c.  bottles  of  Toxin  Free  Anti  Gonococcic  Vaccine 
were  prepared  in  the  Laboratory  during  the  year  by  the  County  Bacteriologist  for 
outside  Local  Authorities,  and  for  use  at  Clinics  within  the  County  area. 

Bacteriological  Examinations.— The  facili¬ 
ties  available  for  gratuitous  Bacteriological  Examina¬ 
tions  in  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  and 
Tuberculosis,  as  well  as  other  infectious  diseases,  such  as 
Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  and  Malaria,  continue  to  be  appreciated 
and  taken  advantage  of  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following 
figures.  The  arrangement  hitherto  made  by  the  County 
Council  for  these  Examinations  at  the  Birmingham  University 
was  terminated  on  July  31st,  1922,  and  the  work  transferred 
to  the  County  Laboratory  at  Wolverhampton  under  the 
charge  of  Dr.  J.  Menton,  where  specimens  under  the  Venereal 
Diseases  scheme  are  also  examined.

The  populations  of  the  various  districts  affected  by  the 
Stoke-on-Trent  County  Borough  Extension  Order  as  shown 
in  the  general  mortality  tables  at  the  end  of  this  Report  are 
adjusted  for  calculation  of  birth  and  death-rates  ;  the  births 
and  deaths  are  inclusive  of  those  registered  before  1st  April 
in  those  portions  of  the  various  districts  subsequently  added 
to  Stoke-on-Trent  County  Borough.

28  Infantile  Mortality — Small  Pox . 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  infant  mortality  in  the  Administrative  County  in 
1922  was  84  per  1,000  births,  the  figure  for  the  urban  districts 
being  89  and  for  the  rural  districts  70,  whilst  for  England 
and  Wales  during  this  period  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  77. 
On  reference  to  the  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report  the  infant 
mortality  rate  for  each  sanitary  district  will  be  found.  Whilst 
it  is  very  satisfactory  to  observe  a  steady  decline  in  the  infant 
mortality  rate  I  hope  that  in  those  districts  where  the  rate 
exceeds  the  mean  for  the  County  that  efforts  will  be  redoubled 
to  abolish  any  insanitary  conditions  existing,  notably,  foul 
accumulations  around  houses  which  have  so  potent  an  influence 
in  hot  weather  in  causing  the  multiplication  of  flies  which 
bring  infection  to  the  infant 's  food,  often  resulting  in  fatal 
diarrhoea. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

The  death-rate  per  1,000  births  in  1922  is  3*8,  the  63 
deaths  being  Puerperal  Fever  21,  other  accidents  and  Diseases 
of  Pregnancy  and  Parturition  42. 

Special  Zymotic  Death-Rates. 

Small  Pox. — On  the  12th  November,  1922,  small  pox 
broke  out  at  Darlaston,  spreading  to  the  neighbouring  urban 
districts  of  Bilston,  Wednesbury,  and  Tipton.  Up  to  the 
end  of  the  year  2  cases  had  been  notified  in  Darlaston,  5  in 
Bilston,  and  1  each  in  Wednesbury  and  Tipton.  Prompt 
measures  were  taken  to  immediately  isolate  the  sick  in  hospital 
and  to  vaccinate  the  contacts,  so  that  the  disease  was  kept 
well  under  control  in  an  area  where,  unfortunately,  vaccina¬ 
tion  has  not  been  systematical! v  carried  out.  The  epidemic 
continued  through  the  first  three  months  of  1923  when  8  more 
cases  occurred,  the  last  being  on  the  14th  March,  1923.  t  Six 
of  the  8  occurred  in  Wednesbury  and  the  other  2  in  Bilston. 
The  disease  was,  fortunately,  of  a  mild  type  and  no  deaths 
resulted.  The  cases  that  occurred  in  Wednesbury  were  dealt 
with  at  the  Corporation  Small  Pox  Isolation  Hospital.  The 
remaining  cases  were  removed  to  the  Joint  Small  Pox  Hospital 
at  Bagnall,  North  Staffordshire,  by  arrangement  with  the 


Measles — Scarlet  Fever. 
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North  Staffordshire  Joint  Small  Pox  Hospital  Board  who  had 
agreed  with  the  South  Staffordshire  Board  to  take  12  cases 
at  any  one  time  while  the  latter’s  hospital 'at  Moxley  was 
used  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

Measles  — In  the  Administrative  County,  25  deaths 
occurred  from  measles,  as  compared  with  75  in  1921,  equal 
to  a  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  0*03,  as  against  crio. 
Of  these  deaths,  23  occurred  in  the  urban  districts,  or  0^04 
per  1,000,  and  2  in  the  rural  districts,  producing  a  rate 
of  o*oi  per  thousand.

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis.— Until  a  few  years  ago 
it  was  the  practice  to  record  the  diarrhoea  death-rate  on  the 
basis  of  general  population,  but  the  Registrar- General  has 
now  taken  as  a  basis  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease 
among  infants  under  two  years  per  1,000  births  registered 
during  the  year.  As  it  is  only  among  infants  that  deaths 
from  diarrhoea  are  significant  from  a  health  point  of  view, 
this  new  method  of  utilizing  the  figures  available  will,  as 
time  goes  on  and  comparative  records  are  extended,  afford 
a  more  valuable  index  as  to  the  efficacy  of  the  preventive 
measures  in  operation. 

The  following  are  the  mean  rates  for  urban  and  rural 
areas  in  the  Administrative  County  on  the  new  basis  of 
calculation  : — Urban,  S‘5  ;  and  rural,  5-7  ;  compared  with 
iS‘6  and  9  respectively  the  previous  year.  The  rates  for 
individual  areas  are  set  forth  in  the  detail  tables  at  the  end 
of  this  Report.

Tuberculosis. — Since  February  1st,  1913,  tubercu¬ 
losis  (both  pulmonary  and  other  forms),  which  had  been 
partially  notifiable  previously,  became  universally  notifiable. 

In  the  following,  table  figures  are  given  showing  the 
number  of  primary  notifications  received  from  medical 
practitioners,  medical  officers  of  institutions,  and  school 
medical  inspectors  during  the  twelve  months,  sub-divided  as 
regards  sex,  age  periods,  and  locality  of  disease.
